MOST RESOURCEFUL FRESH- 
WATER FISH. 
————— 


(aA. R. HORWOOD, F.L.S., 
MUSEUM.) 

No game fish exceeds the salmon in game- 
ness, resource, or craft. Thus the salmon Is 
our most sporting freshwater fish, approached 
alone, perhaps, by that other monster of the 
river or the deep pool, the pike. 

Some idea of the strength of the salmon and 
the efficacy of its tactics may be gained from 
the manner in which it punishes “the angler. 
There are fights thet take place overy day 
between big salmon and those who don waders, 
in which every ounce of muscle and one’s whole 
brain capacity is called into play, and at the 
finish it is not the fish alone that is tited gut 
and brought limply to the bank, but we, too, 
are equally exhausted, Fights may last hours 
on end. All depends on the skill af the rods- 
man. It is no use being in a hurry. That, 
indeed, would only’ be to play into the hands 
of the crafty salmon. Every move in the game 
must be played scientifically, with, as in chess, 
an eye to future or next moves. A walmon 
works on a system. 80, too, must its captor. 
It is thus rightly that the salmon is accorded 
first place as a sporting fish.

—_ of this season's 
rt hae gone already 
as been much to be 
the weather, save for 
of really cold, wintry 
days more recently with 
bitterly cold aud north-east winds, has 
been all that oWe could desire. Dull days are 
not opportunities to lose, for then come of the 
best catches are made. We have had so far 
many such days. Nor is there anything to 
complain of in the state of the waters. Too 
much flooding is a drawback. But is equally 
fatal for rivers to be too low. Then no spate 
will follow when the epringers make their: dash 
for the redds on the upper waters of the rivers. 

Pollution has not as Yet affected the salmon 
in the same way as trout, but popular fishing 
resorts are now being linked up more exten- 
sively with tarrod motor roads, and that evil 
will doubtless in time have to be faced. Poach- 
ing and over-netting meantime are the main 
causes of empty ereela on some of the high- 
rented etretches of salmon waters. 

When it comes to the first cast being made 
for ‘the season—short as the close season for 
salmon is, November or December to January 
(times vary on different rivers)—-how eager is 
the veteran,.as well as the neophyte, to hook 
his first fish of the season. It is well, then, 
for us that there are close seasons, as well as 
for the fish, for thereby we sustain our ardour 
and reinvigorate our determination to hook the 
monster of the pool. 

But ardour in salmon fishing must ever be 
tempered with caution. Alternativ ely, our hooked 
fish will display opposing tactics. First he 
will certainly, sooner or later, make a great 
bid for freedom, and make a mighty rush, a 
mad rush, for the falls, to leap and snap the 
chains of bondage. That method is anticipated 
and thwarted, but the next is a more subtle 
.one. For minutes—it seems hours—he is lost to 
our sight and our eenses. There is no se 
on the line. It is slack. He is waitin So 
must we. Give him his head next rush and 
then by a series of stich tiring tactics. keeping 
a good hold on him. Exhaust him well, but 
never lose patience. 
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Ít is a wonderful thing that a fish used to 
the deep waters of the sea, where the salmon 
puts on its weight on‘ a diet of herrings and 
haddocks, should be so adaptable as to. easily 
ascend rivers alternately deep and ghallow, 
whose foaming currents are at interv als broken 
barriers that to other fish are all but in- 
surmountable—the big weirs and falls. 

But so great is the enthusiasm of the autumn 
salmon to reach the redds or gravelly shallows 
up stream that they spurn these difficulties, and 
will leap as high as six feet easily, and — 
more—up to ten feet one has been told— 
order to go up to the desired spawning lár 
Very different is the demeanour of the spent 
kelte, who, having exhausted themselves with 
spawning, come down as unclean fish to get 
healthy again in the sea. Then comes the rush 
of the springers. That is the time when 
there is a good apate for the best of sport. 
Some men like early rivers, but the later ones 
are as good, and weather then more enjovable. 

There is a great fascination for the gambler 
in the varying chances of baccarat: at the 
Casino So nw wonder Monte Carlo sees the 
same devotees season after season, It is the 
same with salmon fishing. However good 
one’s system, there is no certain means of 
success, any more than-any eystem of backing 
horses is unfailingly secure It: 1s the uncer- 
tainties of the sport that forms so strong an 
attraction. 

One day one may have the best of luck with 
a certhin fly on.a particular cast. Next day 
you will try the identical fly under just the 
same conditions, weather, state of water, wind, 
ete. You never get arise. Why? Who can 
say? The salmon really does not feed at all 
in rivers—only in the sea. Its tendency to 
Mise on occasion to artificial flies can only be 
explained on the ground of curiosity. Hence 
the more fantastie your fly, so long as it 
bears some resemblance in form to a natural 
a the better vour chances. But choose a dark 
fiv for a bright, sunny evening. For the rest, 
your luck is in the hands of the gods. 
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DOOMED SQUIRRELS. 


 SNEAKING, THIEVING 
LITTLE ALIEN.” 


The grey squirrels which aitract so many 
London children to Kensington Gardens have 
eyrned such a bad character that numbers of 
them are to be killed. 

For a long time past he has caused endless 
trouble to those who are concerned in the ar- 
ranging of the London bird sanctuaries. The 
a ay against his kind in Kensington 
Gardens started about three weeks ago, or soon 
after the preparation of the sanctuary there 
was begun; but grey squirrels have been sys- 
tematicaidy shot by order in Richmond Park 
ever. since the first official bird sanctuary was 
established there in 1915. 

Sir Lionel Earle, Permanent Secretary of the 
Office of Works, and chairman of the committee 
on bird sanctuaries, brought a formidable in- 
dictment against the ' sneaking, thieving, 
fascinating little alien villain.”’ It seemed, he 
said, that the issue was between two classes of 
nature lovers, and the official decision, after 
most careful consideration, was to support those 
who wished to encourage the birds. There was 
no doubt at all that the grey squirrel would 
and did suck the eggs of any and every bird 
wherever he found them. The committee had 
the evidence of many experienced naturalists 
on that point, and the bushy-tailed marauder 
had even been watehed at his fell work among 
the ducks’ eggs in Regent's Park, It was not 
extravagant “to suppose also that he was. cap- : 
able of attacking young birds in the nest. - 

An alien from America, he had in many parts 
of. England practically OEP 0) the in- 
digeyous brown, or so-called “red,” squirrel, 
which wae far less destructive. it was a curious 
fact that in his native country the rey squirre, 
was by no means a pest—thoagh t e imported 
Euglish) brown squirrel wes, over there—a cir- 
cumstance, observed Sir Lionel Earle, which, 
like the introduction of rabbits into Australia, 
proved the unwisdom of interfering in Nature's 
affairs.) 

To the householders around Regent's Park the 
grey squirre! was a coufirmed nuisance, spoiling 
their gardens and even occasionally getting into 
their reoms. Nevertheless, he had been left 
alone there up to the presest because, owing to 
the number of people and children using the 
park, there was no intention of making a bird 
sanctuary. They meant to have the sanctuary 
in Kensington Gardens; therefore, the grey 
squirrel must be- prevented from taking posses- 
sion altogether. They did not. mean to ex- 
terminate him—the speaker doubted whether 
they could do that any more than the 
Australians could extermimate the rabbit from 
their country. It wag recalled that the Duke 
of Bedford, an ardent lover of, all created 
things, had found it necessary at Woburn to 

er a reward for every body of a grey squirrel 
killed on Ma estate.

| SOUTH’S POSITION. 


MR. COLLINS AND JANUARY 
AGREEMENT. 

Mr. Michael Collins made the foliowing atate- 
ment yesterday with regard to the conference :— 

“The Provisional Government have never 
asked for a meeting, but, true to their con- 
sistent desire for peace and harmony in all 
Ireland, they will now, as hitherto, put no 
difficulties in the way of such a meeting, and 
will accept the British Government’s invitation, 

“The Provisional Government heave been al. 

wave ready, as the British Ministérs well know, 
to do everything in their power to bring about a 
peaceful arfangement with Sir James Craig. On 
several docasions they have gone far to meet 
him, and he cannot deny thet they have never 
broken any undertaking that they bave given 
him. : 
“ Unfortunately, Sir James Craig has not been 
go meticulous in his attitude towards us. He has 
neither kept -his undertakings with us nor done 
anything to meet us on the several points of 
controversy. ™ 

“ At this very moment it ie no harm to retrace 
briefly events since the signing of the Pact 
between Sir James Craig and myself. This Pact 
was agreed to between us, and signed on Satur- 
day, 2ist January. I undertook by it to get the 
Belfast boreott discontinued immediately, and 
Sir James Craig undertook to facilitate in every 
possible way the return of Catholic workmen 
who had been expeiled from the Belfast shrp- 

ards and various other concerns. 

“ It will be remembered that my part of the 
ugreement was carried out at once, and Northern 
commercial men have been free to enter and sell 
their wares in any corner of the 26 counties 
since, and I have not heard of one case in which 
they have been interfered with.

“ Sir James Craig has not kept his honourable 
undertaking with me. 

“ On Tuesday last a deputation, seven in num- 
ber, representing the expelled workers, met Sir 
Jemes Craig, but got nothing from him bat a 
bare statement to the effect that he could not 
keep his undertaking with me owing to the 
differences existing from the Boundaries ques- 
tion, and the tense feeling created by other 
causes. 

“Feeling over the Boundaries’ question and 
over the horrible Belfast atrocities which have 
revolted the civilised world, are just as keen and 
just as tense in all parts of Ireland, inside and 
outside the six counties, as it is in the portion of

the way Sir James Craig intends to honour any 
obligations he may incur with us; meetings will, 
I am afraid, serve no good purpose, as he ob- 
viously looks upon such agreements as mere 
scraps of paper. 


CHARGE DENIED. 


“His accusation that we were promoting trouble 
in Belfast ie an indication of his defined atti- 
tude of hostility towards our reople and his Sis- 
regard for the simple truth of the situation. 

“** Southern Ireland,’ be declared in a speech 
in the Belfast. Parliament on the 15th instant, 
‘desires to coerce Uleter citizens and stir up 
strife here by bombing our citizens.and sniping 
at them, and carrying on their warfare to the 
best of their ability.’ 

“This is, of course, an absolute fabrication,

He knew what the difficulties of 
the situation were, and the strenuous efforts 
the Northern Government were making to com- 
pose matters. 

If they were to be successful, he thought that

® was prepared to consider with the 
military authorities the placing of a portion of 
Belfast under martial law. He could only 
take ary step of that-sort in 
thé Government of Northern Ireland.
